387  women  applied  or  were  referred  to  us  during  the  year. 
Of  these,  206  were  NEW  women  who  appealed  to  us  for  help 
during  the  ELEVEN  months.  The  crest  of  the  wave  of  greatest 
unemployment  had  just  passed  by,  but  it  left  us  with  a  large 
number  of  cases  which  needed  prolonged  help  by  wages. 

We  paid  out  in  wages  during  the  ELEVEN  months 
$9419.30;  equivalent  to  $10275.00  in  TWELVE  months,  and 
almost  $800.  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

At  the  same  time  our  annual  subscriptions  were  severely 
depressed  by  the  bad  times  in  the  business  and  financial  world. 
Therefore  we  had  to  make  an  inroad  on  the  $3000.  which  we 
had  preserved  as  a  nucleus  for  an  endowment  fund  and,  had  it 
not  been  for  two  generous  and  unexpected  gifts  which  will 
never  recur  again,  we  should  have  still  further  reduced  our  very 
small  reserve. 

Our  work  shows  an  increasing  tendency  towards  develop¬ 
ment  along  the  lines  of  training  with  a  view  to  placement  in 
industry.  We  have  done  very  interesting  work  with  handi¬ 
capped  persons  sent  to  us  by  the  Massachusetts  General  and 
other  hospitals,  State  Departments,  and  private  agencies,  and 
our  department  for  the  training  and  placement  of  young  girls 
has  shown  gratifying  results. 

A  new  undertaking  this  year  has  been  the  selling  of  our 
goods  at  the  various  Settlement  Houses  of  Metropolitan  Boston. 
The  Houses  have  been  most  kind  in  supplying  us  with  a  room 
and  in  distributing  our  advertising  and  we  have  supplied  the 
salespeople  from  among  our  workers.  This  enables  us  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  people  in  the  neighborhoods  of  the  various  Houses 
with  well-made  garments  at  the  lowest  possible  price  and  at  the 
same  time  provides  extra  work  both  in  selling  and  sewing,  for 
our  own  people.  Although  there  are  inevitable  expenses  of 
transportation,  advertising,  etc.  the  results  are  so  gratifying  that 
we  hope  to  extend  the  work  during  the  coming  year. 

It  is  absolutely  true  that  the  greatest  value  of  our  work 
does  not  appear  in  dollars  and  cents.  Its  real  value  lies  in  what 
we  are  doing  in  women’s  lives  and  hearts,  in  renewing  their 
courage  and  their  sense  of  personal  responsibility.  Singularly 
enough!  a  very  beautiful  and  unexpected  proof  of  this  has  quite 
lately  occurred  in  the  workrooms.  An  old  woman  whom  we 
have  employed,  off  and  on,  during  five  years,  announced  to  us 
one  day  that  she  was  going  to  be  married  to  an  old  and  lonely 
friend  about  her  own  age,  who  is  comfortably  off.  She  begged 
to  have  her  wedding  service  in  our  rooms  because  we  all  were 
her  dearest  friends. 


Immediately  after  the  religious  ceremony  she  asked  leave 
to  say  a  few  words.  Then,  turning  to  Miss  Newton  and  the 
Staff,  she  said  quite  simply  “I  doubt  whether  any  of  you  quite 
realize  what  you  are  always  doing  for  us  women  by  your  spirit 
of  kindness  and  helpfulness  which  pervades  the  whole  Rooms. 
I  have  every  morning  felt  the  happiness  and  friendship  of  it  as 
1  entered  the  Rooms;  and  the  spoken  personal  “Good  Morn¬ 
ing  has  been  so  welcome  to  us  all.  I  wanted  to  tell  you  this 
before  I  leave.”
